Cutshall started in pursuit and in the meantime.-^ the phone was 
kept busy among neighbors in an-effort to keep frace of the boys. 
Neither Mr. or Mrs. Rodgers were at home when Mr. Cutshall 
reached Roscoe but ha found the kidnaped lad while the Easton 
boy made his escape. The Schoonover boy was taken back to the 
Cutshall home while the authorities will probably be asked to take

Signaling at 8e«. 


The custom of signaling at sea by 


means of various colored fltigs Is very 
ancient, and the method seems to have 
been brought to u degree of develop- 
ment bordering very closely on perfec- 
tion.

Why Boiled Water Freezes Easily. 
Water which is hot of course cannot 


freeze until it has parted with Its heat, 
but water that has been boiled will, 
other things being equal, freeze sooner 
than water which has not beeu boiled. 
A, slight disturbance of water disposes 
it to freeze more rapidly, and this is 
the cause which accelerates the freez- 
ing of boiled water. The water that 
has been boiled has lost tho air natu- 
rally contained iu H. which on ex- 
posure to the atmosphere it bogina 
again to nttrnct and absorb. 
During 


this process of absorption a motion Is 
necessarily produced among its parti- 
cles, slight certainly and impercepti- 
ble, yet probably sufficient to accel- 
erate Its congelation. In unboiled wa- 
ter this disturbance does not exist. 
Indeed, water when kept perfectly still 
can be reduced several degrees below 
the freezing point without its becom- 
ing ice. 


Gardens In th* Ice. 


A glacier when It dislodges itself and 


sails away o'ver the Arctic ocean never 
travels alone.
